all measures by asking how they contribute to the welfare of the men, 
women and children of whom this nation Is composed 
We are engaged 
in one of the great battles of the age—long contest waged against privi­ 
lege on behalf of the common welfare. 
We hold it a prime duty of Hie 
people to free our government from the control of money in politics. For 
this purpose we advocate, not as ends in themselves, hut as weapons in 
the hands of the people, all governmental devices which will make the 
representatives of the people more easily and certainly respons hie to the 
people’s will. 
“This country, as Lincoln said, b longs to the people. 
So do the nat­ 
ural resources which make it rich. 
In preserving them, which is an ad­ 
ditional duty, we must not forget that monopoly is based on tile control 
of natural resources and natural advantages, and that it will 
help the 
people little to conserve our national wealth unless the benefits which it 
can yield are secured to the people. 
Let us remember, also, that con­ 
servation does not stop with the natural resources, but that the princi­ 
ple of making the best use of all we have requires with equal or greater 
insistence that we shall stop the waste of human welfare which 
flows 
from the unfair use of concentrated power and wealth in the 
banus of 
men whose eagerness for profit blinds them to the cost of what they do.”
